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MILK  PRCDUCTION,  DISPOSITION  AND  INCOICS  IROU  UllK,  1941-42 


.gumrnary  . 

Under  pressure  of  increased         demands  in  1942,  milk  production  on  farms  pushed 
forv/ard  to  new  heights.     Expansioh  in  number  of, milk  cJows  on  farms  continued- 
throughout .  the  year  hut  ap^evired  to  be  taperihp  off  in  the  late  months.     Milk  pro- 
duction per  cow  surpassed  previous  high  recoi'ds  in  the  first,  half  of  the  year.  In 
late  fall  months,  however,  'production  per  cov/-  slumped  sharply.  With  labor  supplies 
short,  farmers  in  these  months,  dried  off  more  of  their  m.ilk  cows  than  usua,l  or 
turned  calves  in  with  them,    V/ith  prices  of 'all  dairy  products  on  the  upgrade,  farm, 
income  from  milk  ;in  1942  also  set  a  new  record.     Ca^sh  returns  to  farmers  from  sales 
^     of  milk,  cream  and  butter  were  more  than  double  those  of  a, decade  earlier, 

I     Shift  to'-^ard.  sale  of  whole  milk  from  fa.rms  was  accelerated  in  1942  to  supply  direct 
•     war  needs.     City  consujnption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream,  which  products  v/ere  placed 
early  under  retail  price  ceilings,  was  stimulated  by  fat  pay  checks  and  shifting 
population.     City  consumption  absorbed  a  considerable  -nart  of  the  increase  in 
whole  milk  deliveries  of  1942.     Early  in  the  year  much  additional  milk  also  went 
to  cheese  and  evaporated  mdlk.     However,  with  stocks  building  up  rapidly  with  ship- 
ping space  limited,  and  with  expansion  in  needs  for. butter,  attention  soon  shifted 
tovrard  dried  milk  products  as  the  m.eans  of  obtaining  maximum  usefulness  from  the 
solids  in  whole  milk,     lovari  the  end  of  the  year,  inability  to  obtain  sufficient 
supplies  of  spray  dried  skim  milk  brought/  forth  the  government  order  setting  aside 
for  goverrxmental  use  a  portion  of  the  production  by  manufa.cturers.     further  critics' 
war-time  needs  for  certain  dairy  products  ext^fTided  government  regula,tions  to 
include  the  "freeze"  of  a  part  of  the  butt,er  i.n  s-torage ,  a  ban  on  sale  of  whipping 
ci'ea.m,  curtailment  of  ice  cream  prediction  and,  after  the  end  of  the  year,  set- 
aside  orders  for  certain  other  dairy  products,     Tifie  year  closed  with  milk  pro- 
duction being  maintained  at  the  previous  3'ear's  level,  but  with  the  outlook  for 
further  expa.nsion  much  less  promising  than  in  1941,     The  dairy  industry,  however, 
was  geared  to  make  fullest  use  of  the  available  dairy  production  in  contributing 
to  the  war  effort  in  1943, 

Milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  in  1942  reached  an  all  time  high  of 
119,240,000,000  pounds,  exceeding  the  1941  uroduction  by  slightly  more  than  3  per- 
cent.    Increa.se  in  the  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  to  an  estimated  tota.l  of 
25,159,000  head  in  1942^  wa.s  primarily  resrjonsiblc  for  the  increase  in  volume  of  mil 
produced.     However,  milk  production  per  cov/,  fa.vored  by  an  unusually  good  pasture 
season  a.nd  liberal  supplementa.ry  feeding,  was  only  2  pounds  short  of  the  1941  high 
record  of  4.,  741  pounds. 

In  every  month  of  1942  except  November,  milk  production  on  fa.rms  wa.s  higher  than  in 
the  corresriondlng  month  of  any  previous  year.     In  the  first  8  months  of  1942  strong 
gains  were  shown  over  the  corresponding  months  of  a  year  earlier.     In  the  last  thir 
of  the  year,  hov/ever,  milk  production  dropped  off  more  raDidly  than  usual.  In 
November,  production  fell  below  that  in  November  1941  and  in  December  it  barely 
equalled  produ.ction  in  December  1941. 

Wisconsin,  with  14,2  billion  pounds  of  milk  produced  led  all  States.     It  was  follow- 
ed in  order  by  Minnesota,  New  lork,  and  lov/a.   In  all  hut  a  few  States,  milk  produc- 
tion in  1942  was  ]farger  than  in  1941.     Nebraska,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Mississip- 
pi each  with  an  8  percent  increase,  showed  the  greatest  rate  of  change.  Other  Statef 
sho\'/ing  increases  of  5  percent  or  more  included  ¥isconsin,  Missouri,  Kansas  and 
Alabama.  All  these  States  showed  substantial  increases  in  milk  cow  num.bers,  with 
milk  production  per  cow  as  high  or  higher  than  in  1941.     Many  other  important  dairy 
States  shov;ed  moderate  increases  in  production.     On  the  other  hand,  in  Iowa  where 
feed  price  ratios  have  favored  hogs  rather  than  butterfat,  and  in  Texas  where  milk 
roduction  per  cow  declined  apDreciably ,  production  was  not  miuch  different  from  . 
n&t  m  1941.     In  some  New  England  States  milk  production  in  1942  yas  somewhat  less 
tnan  in  1941,

Parm  churnings  for  the 
yeat,  estinia.ted  at  a"bout  363  million  pound's,  were  aoout  8  percent  "DelOT/  those  of 
1941.     In  the  Southt  where  most  of  the  milk  is  produced  on;farms  v/ith  one  to  three 
cows,  the  amount  used  for  home-made  hut ter  continued  to  overshadow  the  amount 
processed  commercially. 

Marked  shift  to  sale  of  \^hole  ailk  ,  ' 

With  the  increase  in  v/artimo  demand  for  factory  products  made  from  whole 
milk  and  the  rapidly  expanding  fluid  m.ilk  consumption,  farmers  materially  expanded 
deliveries  of  whole  milk  in  1942.     The  quantity  of  milk  sold  a,t  v.-holes.?le  to 
dealers  and  processing  pla.nts  ws,s  estimated  at  59.2  hill  ion  pounds.     This  v/as 
nearly  twice  the  quantiV  skimmed  on  fai-ms  for  sale  of  creoxi,  the  second  m.ost 
important  form  in  which  milk  moves  to  mrtrket.     The  increase  in  milk  deliveries 
over  1941  am.ounted  to  ahout  7  "billion  pounds,  of  which  ahout  3  "billion  v/as  resold 
hy  dealers  as  fluid  milk  and  cre^Jn.

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Income  from  Milk  Products  in  1942 


Influenced  by  the  larger  volume  of  sales  and  substantially  higher  prices  as 
compared  with  1941,  farm  income  from  dairy  nro due t:s  in  1942  ■  increased  sha.rply. 
Cash  income  from  milk  products,  estimated  at  $2,332,253,000,  was  by  a  con- 
siderable margin  the  largest  ever  received  from  this  source  by  United  States 
farmers.     Since  no  allov/ance  for  expenses  is  included,  the  cash  income  figure 
should  not  be  confused  with  net  income.     Cash  income  in  1942  exceeded  1941 
returns  by  23  percent  and  was  more  than  double  the  cash  income  from  dairy  pro- 
ducts a  decade  ago.    Average  returns  to  producers  for  milk  utilized  in  dairy 
products  sold  in  1942  was  $2.38  per  100  pounds,  an  increase  of  18  percent 
from  the  1941-average.     Gross  farm  income  from  milk,  including  $451,503,000  ■ 
worth  of  milk,  cream  and  butter  consoomed  by  families  on  farms  producing  milk, 
totaled  $2,783,756,000  in  1942.  . 

Of  the  kinds  of  dairy  products  sold  by  farmers,  milk  delivered  to  plants 
and  dealers  represented  the  largest  item  of  income.     Those  v/holesale  milk 
sales  returned  farmers  1^  billion  dollars  in  1942,  or  about  65  percent  of  the 
total  cash  income  from  all  dairy  products.     In  addition  to  the  marked  increase 
in  volume  of  sales  since  1941,  income  was  enb-anced  by  milk  prices  which 
averaged  the  highest  since  1920.     Cream  sold  by  farmers,  mainly  to  butter- 
making  plants,  also  provided  a- grea.ter  income  in  1942,  despite  the  smaller 
amount  of  cream  delivered.     Cash  returns  from  cream  sold  totaled  about  473 
million  dollars.  The  average  -or ice  received  by  farmers  for  J)utterfat,  on 
the  basis  of  which  cream  is  sold,  was  39..6  cents  per  po\ind,  the  highest  since 
1929.    Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers,  totaling  2.7  billion  quarts, 
brought  in  about  319  million',  dollars  in  . 1942.     Sale^s  of  farm-churned  butter, 
although  gradually  becoming , less  important  each  year,  contributed  21  million 
dollars  to  the  farm  income  from  dairy  products  in  1942, 

Wisconsin,  with  279 , million. dollars  cash  income  from  dairy  products,  ranked 
first  among  the  States.    Uext  in  order  came  New  York  with  cash  income  of 
222  million  dollars,, and  California,  Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania,  all  with 
incomes  in  the  neighborhood- of  140  million  dollars.    As  was  true  for  total  cash 
incone,  Wisconsin  and  ilew  York  led  all  States  in  farm  receipts  from  sale  of 
wholesale  milk.     The  States .which  received  largest  cash  returns  from  cream 
were  centered  in:, the  heavy -butter-producing  territory  just  west  of  tlae 
Mississippi  river..  Minnesota,  with  an  income  from  cream  sales  estimated 
at  95  million  dpllars,  was.  the  leading  State,  followed  in  order  by  Iowa, 
Nebraska  and  Kansas.    Pennsylvania  led  all  States  in  the  value  of  milk 
and  cream  retailed  by  farmers  directly  to  consumers,  while  Texas  liad  the 
largest  farm,  income  from,  sales  of  home-made  butter.     States  leading  in  the 
value  of  dairy -products  consumed  by  farm  households  were  centered 
mainly  in  the  <S.,outh,  where  farms  are  numerous  and  milking  herds  relatively 
small.     Home-pi*oduced  dairy  -oroducts  consumed  on  farms  in  Texas'  were 
valued  at  40  million  dollars,  and  in  North ' Carolina  at  27  million  dollars.
